CITY. 
Well, 
here 
we 
are, not exactly 
under our own 
vine 
and 
fig tree, but under 
the shelter of 
our own roof, If you only knew tho sat- 
isfaction 
of saying this away 
up 
lu 
Alaska. 
Why last night tho 
thermo- 
meter registered 8 below 
xcro. 
Tho 
Yukon is now a mass of flowing 
Ice. 
Tho boats havo all tied up for this sea- 
son, and we can say that wo aro anch- 
ored here for this winter. 
Wo would 
have nothing to complain 
of only tho 
lack of mall facilities. 
1 have only had 
otio batch of letters since 
I got here. 
only one from you, bearing date of July 
jst. 
L.ast week who should drop In on 
us but Willie 
Cornwell 
and 
August 
Conradt. 
They havo both had n hard 
time, especially August, as ho left San 
Francisco 
on tho samo date thnt I did. 
June 23rd. 
Thoy have abandoned 
their 
boat, the Dawson City, somo 
sixty-tU- 
o 
miles below here. 
Sho is now high and 
dry. 
The river is now some twenty 
feet lower 
thnn 
when 
wo canto here. 
They luckily got tho last boat up 
tho 
river. 
They had to glvo up tliclr out- 
fits, arriving hero with only thin cloth- 
ing. 
I havo taken 
them both 
In with 
me. 
You can hot that they wero thu 
two happiest 
boys on earth when thoy 
saw mc. 
Today 
I sent August 
out to 
locate a claim on a crock called Cold 
Pan. 
He started off with three days' 
grub and his blankets, 
thoy making a 
pack of about forty pounds. 
He will 
bo home on Saturday 
night. 
Cornwell 
made his maiden trip on Saturday. 
He 
stood the trip all right. 
I think that 
they will both mako good men for this 
country. 
Thero aro now five of us stopping in 
this house, and 
wo have all tho com 
forts of a home. 
You would 
all 
be 
astonished It you could only sro us cat. 
Sometimes 
I am afraid that soma of us 
will reach the bursting stage. 
On last Saturday 
night wo had tome 
excitement. 
You sec we had not all of 
our stuff moved up from thu tents, on 
tho bank of the river. 
Scott was still 
sleeping 
lu ono of tho tents, there toe 
ing abo1" 
., moro tents In tho samo 
vicinity. 
Ho was on his way to go to 
bed, about 7 o'clock. 
Just as ho 
was 
going In tho tent he saw a man stand 
ing alongside 
of the meat 
box, which 
was on the outsldo of the tent. 
Thero 
were about 
800 jmunds of bacon, ham, 
dried 
beef, etc., 
In tho 
boxen. 
Scott 
went up to the man, who proved to bo 
a negro, and asked 
him what ho was 
doing there. 
He said "Nothing." Scott 
said that was the wrong placo to be do 
ing that, 
in the dark Scott 
laid his 
hand on the top of the bacon box nnd 
found three sjabs of bacon, which had 
been taken from 
tho Insldo 
of 
the 
box. 
Ho accused 
the negro of tuklng 
tho bacon, which, of course, ho denied. 
Hcott called a man to watch and came 
up to tho house for me. 
I went down. 
overhauled 
Mr. Darkey, got tho bacon, 
somo hams which ho had stolen, as well 
as coffee, and found lots of things that 
no nail stolen rrom other places. 
I had 
him placed under arrest. 
Next day he 
was brought 
beforo tho trustees and 
sentenced 
to get ten lashes on tho bare 
back, ono year In Jail and pay $500 line. 
Tho lashes 
have sluco been romlttcd. 
Tho Boldlcrs now have 
charge 
of the 
negro. 
You know wo now havo a squad 
of fifty soldiers hero doing police duty. 
Thoy aro a nlco Jot of men.

week 
I am to go out on tha 
trail to visit our claims, of which

now have six. 
In a short tlmo wo can 
start to work. 
I have been a busy man 
slnco my arrival here. 
I havo worked 
from daylight to dark nnd then as long 
as I could by lamp light, making tables, 
chairs, 
washstands,

fact everything of that kind must

mado here. 
No going to tho store to 
buy. 
You must make, and If I do say 
so, wo will havo as nlco n houso ns 
there Is In tho City of Rampart. 
I think 
I hoar you Ray, "Well, that Is not say- 
ing much for tho city." 
Well you aro 
right.

do not go much on luxuries, 
but comforts 
wo aro strong on. 
Any- 
way wo do not havo to put things on 
cold storage, 
nor will wo for tho next 
eight months. 
I never 
felt better In my 
life.

In speakJng about thn high bids for 
the lteretanla school Minister 
Cooper, 
It Is reportod, compared tho prlco paid 
for tho l'alama school and tho bids for 
tho present structure, there being about

dlffeienee. 
"Such a comparison 
Is unfair to us," 
remarked a prominent 
contractor yes 
terday 
afternoon. 
"Conditions 
liavo 
materially 
changed

cult tlmo to come out even with It. 
"Why," ho said, "It Is next to Im

It Is u very pretty plate, 
be- 
ing thickly cowred with tropical 
veg 
etation. 
It Is not Inhabited,

It Is very low, 
being only eight feet above the sen. 
The surf, in fact, breaks 
nearly 
over 
It. 
And that Is tho kind of a plnco over 
which we hoisted tho old flag.

we struck shallow 
water 
the 
captain stopped tho engines only to bo 
carried on this bar In just about 
two 
minutes. 
We realized tho dangerous

our boat was In and commenced right 
nway to get her freight off, 
for 
the 
river was falling 
about a 
foot 
each 
lay. 
We worked 
night and day, 
but 
as fan as wo would discharge 
out of 
the ship tho river would fall and 
In 
Just llvo days after wo struck wo waded 
around 
In water only knee 
deep, 
so 
.you can Imagine 
how fast the water 
dropped at that time of the year. 
This 
was after tho rainy season 
was over 
and all tho tributaries frozen up, thus 
causing tho drop. 
It was hard work getting everything 
out of her. 
On top of this ,to see our 
boat high and dry on land was what I 
hard luck. 
Don't you?

tain, who was acting manager, 
said It 
was utterly Impossible 
to 
save

steamer, and we decided to winter at 
St. James Mission.

City still lies on tho sand bar and

from home, the old gentleman

a stranded river steamer.

gave her up at once and took ashore 
everything of value.

and I told them we would pay when we

The heaviest 
underwear

is worn, with a light suit next to the 
Skin to prevent rubbing with the rough 
surface.

gross here. 
Second 
They Jo not like their treat- 
ment by the luuas. 
Third 
The work here is too 
labor- 
ious. 
Two of the Chinamen 
were qdlte 
in- 
telligent fellows. 
One could 
under- 
stand a little English and could as well 
use tome Hawaiian words correctly. 
These 
men did not havo any slave 
labor tale, to tell. 
One said that a luna 
had once kicked 
him, another that a 
luna had once struck him, and tho third 
that tho "boss" was simply 
Tho food and lodgings were sat- 
isfactory 
and tho medical attendance 
free was appreciated. 
They liked the 
climate 
of Hawaii. 
They were certain 
of employment 
indefinitely, 
with per 
haps more pay In the future, but on the 
whole, taking all things Into consider- 
ation, they could 'better themselves 
by 
returning to China nnd again 
becom- 
ing farmers. 
The three Chinese told how laborers 
were recruited 
In tholr country. A man 
acquainted 
in the district placed 
post- 
ers 
overywhero 
telling of tho Induce- 
ments 
Hawaii 
offered, particularly to 
agricultural laborers. 
Then 
meetings 
were held and everything 
expiaiucu. 
Finally camo the signing of the 
con- 
tracts and embarkation. 
Tho men ex- 
hibited neither signs of disappointment 
over what they had encountered 
here, 
nor any bounding 
Joy over the prospect 
of getting to their homes again.

One of the plantations near Honolulu
